IS NOT AN “OVERT ACT” 


Davis Who Plotted 


State Supreme Court Orders Release of C. B. 


Murder of Edmond 


Frank to Get $60,000 Insurance.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18. — 
The conviction of Carl B. Davis of 


der Edmond Frank of Kansas City 
now of St. Louis, in an alleged 
conspiracy with Frank’s wife to 
collect $60,000 in life insurance, 
was reversed outright today by the 
Missouri Supreme Court,en banc, 
which drdered Davis discharged. 
Evidence was given that Davis 
paid a Kansas city detective, whom 
he supposed to be a gunman, $600 
to kill Frank and furnished him 
with diagrams of places where 
Frank could be found. The Court 
rules that this evidence  estab- 
lished only preparatory acts and 
not an “overt act” toward commis- 
sion of the crime, as required un- 
der the law on attempts to com- 


,mit crimes. 


The decision was on a rehearing 
before the full court which adopt- 
ed an opinion handed down last 
February in Division No. 2 by 
Commissioner Walter N. Davis. 

Judges Graves, Ragland and 
Atwood concurred in Davis’ opin- 
ion, ard Judges Blair and Gantt 
cuncurred in a separate concurring 
opinion by Judge White. 

The case was transferred from the 
division to the full court because 
of a dissent from the divisional 
opinion by Chief Justice R. F.

Walker, who also dissented from 
the ruling today. ~ “Without lim- 
itation it may be said that the de- 
fendant did everything within the 
contemplation of malicious human 
ingenuity to enable the putative 
murderer to commit the crime, 
short of actual participation there- 
in,” said Justice Walker. Davis 
and Mrs. Frank directed the pro- 
posed killing with great-detail and 
were guilty of overt acts, he as- 
serted. “The limits of human fan- 
cy know no horizon,” Judge Walk- 
er wrote, “but it is difficult to 
conceive what more the defend«nt 
could have done than he did do, 
toward the attempt to cammit the 
proposed murder without actually 
participating in its commission.” 


Davis was sentenced to serve 
eight years in the penitentiary, but 
the trial court reduced this to five 
years. The decision today releases 
him. 

Mrs. Alberdina Frank, wife of 
Edmond Frank, was sentenced to 
five years in prison for her part 
in the alleged plot and now has 
an appeal pending in Supreme 
Court. The Franks were recon- 
ciled after the trial, and are living 
in St. Louis, her attorneys say. 

Davis made a confession to Kan- 
sas City police, after his arrest 
Feb. 13, 1926, involving Mrs. 
Frank, but later repudiated the 
confession.

BODY OF MISSING STUDENT 
DISCOVERED IN STORM SEWER 


Post-Mortem Necessary to Deter- 
mine Cause of Glenn. P. Mohr- 
man’s Death at Liberty, Mo.

LIBERTY, Mo., May 18<—The 
body of Glenn P. Mohrman, 18 
years old, of Tulsa, Ok., William 
Jewell College freshman, missing 
since last Saturday, was found to- 
Gay in a storm sewer, two blocks 
from the fraternity house where he 
had lived. , 

Dr. H. W. Hill, Coroner, said a 
rost-mortem examination would be 
necessary to determine the cause of 
his death. 

The body was found by two fel- 
low students, Lester Hoover anil 
Owsley Welch, who had been as- 
sisting in the search for the youns 
man. Mohrman was the son of 
S. S. Mohrman of Tulsa, who cam:e 
here to assist in the search for his 
son, but he had gone to Kansa~ 
City when the bedy was found. 

Young Mohrman was last seen 
at 12:30 a. m. last faturday in his 
room at the Kappa Sigma frater- 
nity house. Companions had no- 
ticed that he had been dejected 
recently, 

An undated note, indicating the 
youth contemplated suicide, was 
found in his room shortly after dis- 
covery of the body. It said that he 
was discontented with’ life and 
mentioned “timidness” and “poor 
personality.”

JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 
The State Public Service Commis- 
sion announced this afternoon that 
it would accept the task of arbi- 
trating the differences between the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. and 


the Street Car Men’s Union over 
wages and other matters. 

The commission will be ready to 
act as soon as the company and 
the union submit written stipu‘a- 
tions accepting its mediation. The 
commission said it was acceptirg 
the work owing to the gravity of 
the situation, a strike having been 
threatened by the carmen. 


A new contract between the co'm- 
pany and the union covering wages 
and hours, will be made a part of 
the arbitration. 

The street car men’s union tod2y 
notified the company that before 
it could subscribe to the company’s 
agreement ot arbitration and the 
company’s understanding of ‘the 
conditions of arbitration, it needcd 
further explanation of some clauses 
of hte company’s statement. Offi- 
cers of the union said they wanted 
to be entirely clear upon the com- 
pany’s meaning.

BOMB WRECKS 
HOME OF SACCO'S 
EXECUTIONER 


Explosion Hurls Him and 
Family From Beds in 
New York Borough, but 
All Escape Injury.

Elliott, his wife, two children, 
and a cousin visiting them, were 
thrown from their beds, but were 
uninjured. ‘The house, located in 
Queens Borough, L. 1. was badly 
damaged. The front porch was 
torn away, the front door blown 
down and every window — shat- 
tered. 

Threats had been received by 
Elliott before the Sacco-Vanzetti 
execution and for a long tine 
a police guard was maintained 
about his house. After the guard 
had been removed the policeman 
on that beat had instructions to 
keep a speciak watch over the 
home. 

Elliott expressed the belief the 
bombing was done By sympa- 
thizers of Sacco and Vanzetti. 


Elliott and Wife Asleep. 

Elliott and his wife were asleep 
in the rear room on the second | 
floor of the’ two-story cottage. 
Their daughter, Gertrude, 17 
years old, was in an adjoining 
room while a son, Robert Jr., 27, 
and a cousin, Thomas Lang, 
were in the room immediately 
over the porch. 

Windows: in houses for two blocks 
away were shattered, and horses 
in a station.of a milk company sev- 
eral blocks away were thrown into 
a panic, stamnpeding and overturn- 
ing several delivery wagons. 

Police were unable to find any- 
one who saw those who placed the 
bomb. Members of the New York 
police bomb squad estimated the 
bomb had a time fuse and had 
been placed either on the porch of 
the house or under it half an hour 
before the explosion. 

Elliott was appointed execution- 
er for New York early in 1926. Af 
the time he was executioner for 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. He is 54 years old. 

A quiet, gray-haired man, ftte 
never seemed affected by his 
death-dealing job until the execu- 
tion of Mrs. Ruth Snyder, the first 
woman on whom he had pulled the 
switch. He suffered a nervous 
breakdown after the Snyder-Gray 
execution at Sing Sing prison in 


iNew York and was under the care 


of a physician for several weeks. 

He has always avoided publicity 
and little is known of his past life. 
Even his neighbors were unaware 
of his occupation for some time 
after his appointment‘: as New 
York’s executioner. 

Tried to Hide Identity. 

For several months after his ap- 
pointment as executioner in New 
York State, Elliott hid his iden- 
tity under a black mask and was 
known only as “Mr. X.” He was 
very much perturbed when.his 
identity became known as he said 
his predecessor, John Hulbert,*had 
resigned his post due to thraets he; 
had received and a previous exe- 
cutioner had changed his residence 
frequently because of féars of re- 
taliation from relatives and friends 
of criminals he had put to death. 

Elliott's last execution in this 
state was in Sing Sing prison about 
a month ego when he executed 
Dixie Baldwin, a Negro, for a 
murder in Steub wunty. 

Eliiott is an electrichi contract- 
or and for some time previous to 
his appointment as State Execu- 
tioner had done eiectrical work for 
the State Prison Department. 
¢ Elfiott._ has put to death more 
than 100 persons and his income 
is said to average about $4000 a 
year. He received $900 for one 
day’s work in January, 1917, for 
executing three persons,

A $5000 investment in a‘St. Louis | 
shoe company grew to more than 
$1,000,000 in 30 years, it was dis- 
closed today with the filing of an 
inventory of the estate of Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Alice Goddard, who died 
April 11 at the age of 84 at her 
home, 5370 Waterman avenue. 

The investment was made by her 
husband, George H. Goddaftd. 
banker,’ who died in 1906. When 
he put $5000 into stock of the 
Roberts, Johnson & Rand Shoe Co. 
the shoe industry of St. Louis was 
in its infancy, with New England 
far in the lead. Gradually su- 
premacy was wrested from the 
East, and the Roberts, Johnson & 
Rand Cé, was merged into the Ia- 
ternational Shoe Cg.. which has 
proved @ bonanza for many St. 
Louis investors who got in on the 
ground floor. 

When Mr. Goddard died 
ago, his stock had increased con- 
siderably in value, his whole es- 
tate amounting to $252,000. Since 
then there have been many large 
dividends, in cash and, stock. With 
stock dividends and reinvestment

BiG BILL HAYWOOD, 
FOUNDER OF LWW. 
DIES IN MOSCOW 


Fled to Russia in 1921 to 

Escape 20-Year, Sentence 
in U. S. for Obstructing 
the War. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 18.—William D. 
(Big Bill) Haywood, one of the 
founders of the I. W. W., in the 
United States, died in Moscow to- 
day after a long illness. He was 
59 years old. He fled to Russia 
to escape serving a 20-year sen- 
tence for obstructing the war, for- 


feiting a $20,000 bond posted by 
friends in Chicago. 

He first became known as a la- 
bor leader in the old Western Fed- 
eration of Miners comprising the 
metal diggers of the West. With 
George H. Moyer and G. W. IJ’et- 
tibone, other officers of the fed- 
erating, he was tried at Boise in 
1906 for conspiracy to murder ex- 
Governor  Steunen of Idaho, 
William E. Borah, now Senator, 
prosecuting them and Clarence 
Darrow defending them. Harry 
Orchard, the confessed assassin, 
testified against them but they 
were acquitted. 

Born in Mining Camp, Haywood 

Won Fame as Red Agitator. 

“Big Bill,” the bulky “uncrowned 
king of the I. W. W.,” was born in 
Salt Lake City in 1869, the son of 
a poor miner. From infancy the 
mining camp was his world. He 
virtually grew up underground, ab- 
sorbing the spirit of unrest which 
was rampant in the mining and 
lumber camps of that day and 
which was later to find expression 
in his long career of red activities. 
Haywood appeared fn the role of 
labor leader as early as 1899, when 
he founded the Industrial workers 
of the World, but did not come into 
wide notoriety until he was in- 
volved in thé assassination the 
night of Dec. 30, 1905, of Gov. 
Steunenberg, of Idaho, killed in 
front of his home by a bomb. This 
murder was attributed to the fact 
that Steunenberg was instrumental! 
in having United States troops 
called out during the Coeur d’ Alem 
strike. 

From his acquittal in that case 
until 1921, when he fled to Russia 
to escape a 20-year prison term for 
obstructing the war, “Big Bill” car- 
ried the red g from one end of 
the country t@the other. He was 
king of the lL. W. W. and a hard- 
boiled king he was. He marshaled 
the hoboes and railed at “capital- 
ism” from the soap box of every 
labor mart. It was said he was 
started on his radical career ‘by 
seeing the execution of four an- 
archists for the murder of a po- 
liceman in Chicago's Haymarket 
Square. 

Filed From United States. 

The end of “Big Bill's” Amer-~ 
ican regime came in 1918 with the 
celebrated trial in Chicago for 
draft. obstruction, the trial in 
which Federal Judge Landis im- 
posed a 20-year sentence upon him 
and sent 92 of his fellows to Leav- 
enworth for varying terms. Later, 
all were released on bail pending a 
review of the case by the United

Supreme Court Criticises 
Effort of Philip Pollack to 
Defeat Law for ‘‘Attrac- 
tive Fees.” 


APPOINTMENT HELD 
‘ABSOLUTELY VOID’ 


Attorney Chosen as Execu- 
tor in Rejected Will Ob- 
tained Position Pending 
Contest of Document.

. JEFFERSON CITY, May 18. — 
Appointment of Philip Pollack, St. 
Louis attorney, by Circuit Judge 
Anthony F. Ittner as receiyer for 
the real estate in the estate of the 
late Frederick Moll of St. Louis, 
pending determination of a will 
contest, was declared “without au- 
thority of law,” and “absolutely 
void” in adecision today by Divi- 
sion No. 1 of the Supreme Court. 

The decision sustains contentions 
of several of the Moll neirs that 
the St. Louis Probate Court had 
jurisdiction over the real estate 
pending the will contest. In the 
latter case, recently decided by the 
Supreme Court, a purported will by 
Moll, which made Pollack execu- 
tor and bequeathed half of the es- 
tate to his son, Siegfried Moll, was 
declared not his last wi!l and was 
held void, 

The opinion criticises what it 
characterizes as an effort by Pol- 
lack “to defeat the legitimate ex- 
-ercise of jurisdiction over the real 
estate by the Probate Court” 
through instruction of the receiver- 
ship action by his daughter,  be-> 
cause of the “attractive fees” con- 
nected with management of the 
real estate. 

Estate Valued at $150,000. 

The estate totaled about $150;000, 
of which $132,000 was in real es- 
tate. When the will contest was 
filed in St. Louis Circuit Court July 
26, 1923, by Fred Moll, a grand- 
son, and other heirs, Ethel Zeibert, 
daughter of Philip Pollack and a 
minor legatee, filed a suit to have 
her father appointed receiver of 
the real estate pending the con- 
test. Pollack had been in charge 

as executor. Moll died in Septem- 
ber, 1922. 

The receivership petition was as- 
signed to Judge Ittner, who, the 
opinion states, was admitted to be 
a personal friend of Philip Pol- 
lack. The opinion states Judge Itt- 
ner immediately appointed Pollack 
as receiver under bond of $10,000, 
without service of notice on the 
heirs who had filed the will con- 
test. The contesting heirs later 
moved to have the appointment re- 
voked. This motion was stricken 
out by the trial Judge. The con- 
ts: heirs appeal from this rul- 
ng.

Is the Greatest Offender 
Against Principle of Lo- 
cal Self-Rule.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Sena- 
tor Robert F. Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, in a striking speech in 
the Senate thié afternoon, warmly 
attacked what he declared was a 
growing tendency on the part of 
the Federal courts to encroach on 
the rights of the states. 

Wagner was a Justice of the 
New York State Supreme Court be- 
fore he became a candidate for the 
Senate in 1926. 

“It can be readily demonstrat- 
ed,” said Wagner, “that the great- 
est offender against the principle 
of local self-rule has been not the 
executive or the legislative branch 
of the Government, but the judi- 
cial. The Federal courts have been 
most aggressive in the steady en- 
croachment of Federal power upon 
the sovereignty of the states.” 

Wagner’s speech was in explana. 
tion ofa bill he had just intro- 
duced to amend the judicial code. 
This would exclude strictly local 
public utilities from the Federal 
District Courts in cases where jur- 
isdiction is claimed for them sole- 
ly on the ground of diversity of 
citizenship or the presence of a 
Federal question. : 

Subway Ruling Prompts Bill. 

The bill and the speech were 
prompted by the recent action of a 
New York Federal statutory court 
in granting the application of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Co. for 
a T-cent fare, pending--the final 
adjudication of its suit for an in- 
crease. The fare now is 6 cents 
under the terms of a contract be- 
tween the company and the city 
of New York. The Interborough is 
one of the two companies private- 
ly operating in the city-built sub- 
ways of New York, 

“For almost 15 years,” he con- 
tinued, “everyone, including the 
parties to the litigation, felt that 
the 5-cent fare was protected by 
contract. The company itself rec- 
ognized it, for in 1925 it memorial. 
ized the State of New York for 
remedial legislation on the theory 
that that body alone could give r2- 
lief unless the city and the com- 
mission consented to ‘amend the 
contract.’ 

“That was the situation whan 
Feb. 1, 1928, the company filed 
new schedules of fare with the 
Transit Commission, and a petition 
for an increased rate of fare. No 
decision was announced on this pe.- 
tition until Feb. 14. One hour bs- 
fore that decision was even ren- 
dered, the company had already 
filed its bill of complaint in the 
Feceral Court. Immediately after 
the decision, the city and the com- 
mission instituted injunction suits 
in the State courts to prevent an 
increase of fare. But these courts 
have been ousted of jurisdiction by 
the order of the Federal Court. 92 
the ground that the Federal courts 
had first acquired jurisdiction, al- 
though at the time the original bill 
of-complaint was filed no cause of 
action existed.

The _ resent- 
ment springs from a democratic 
love of self-government and self- 
rule, It gives expression of a wide- 
ly-held belief that the Federal 
courts are trespassing on what 
ought to be the . domain of the 
states. 

“No one wants to deprive a local 
utility company of its constitution- 
al rights, and I have no desire to 
limit its right of access to the 
United States Supreme Court when 
its. constitutional rights are violat- 
ed or in danger, but thére is no 
reason why local issues should not 
be first fully litigated in the State 
court and taken to the Supreme 
Court by way of the. highest court 
of the State. 

Cites Opinion by Holmes.

I 
don’t consider the courthouse de- 
sign entirely successful, but that’s 
purely a question of design; to 
take a thing like the temple, which 
one ordinarily sees on the ground, 
and put it on top of a tall struc- 
ture of different character is un- 
usual; the upper part is good and 
the lower part is good, but they 
don’t go together; inasmuch as the 
courthouse is going up, there is 
no reason to complain, however. 
The whole plaza is very noble in 
conception, and I think St. Louls 
is to be congratulated on the civic 
spirit making it possible.”

Journey; Cruise to North 
Pole to Begin Soon.

KINGS LAY, Spitzbergen, May 
18.—The dirigible Italla returned 


to its base here at 9:15 o’clock this 
morning after a 68-hour flight 
covering 2000 miles over the Arctic 
regions. 

The next trip of the Italia, it is 
announced, will be to «he North 
Pole, and will start in about five 
days. Meanwhile the dirigible will 
be given a thorough ,overhauling, 
as it is hoped to make this the 
most important venture cf the ex- 
pedition. 

Owing to the winds, the Italia’s 
speed was reduced to ons ihird. It 
returned without having actually 
flown over Nicholas Ii Land, oth- 
erwise known as Lenin Land. It 
cruised about in that neighborhood, 
however, and photographs were 
taken. 

Capt. Amundsen’'s flight in the 
Norge in 1926 covered 72 hours. 
The flight of the Italia was four 
hours less and its gasoline was al- 
most exhausted. \ / 

On the return ae. the Italia 
proceeded on a course between 
Nova Zembla and Franz Josef 
Land, so arranged that in case of 
emergency it would go to Vadso. 
That, however, proved wunneces- 
sary. 

Nobile sailed over Lenin Land 
four hours. Visibility was so bad, 
however, that he abandoned his 
plan to land.men on the unexplored 
region to make various investiga- 
tions. Conditions were found en- 
tirely unsuited, it was explained. 
for such explorations since the 
most favorable time passed with 
the first half of May.

All through our iong trip the 
temperature has been varying be- 
tween 14 and 15 degrees centi- 
grade below zero (equalling ap- 
proximately 5 to 7 degrees above 
zero Fahrenheit). Our wireless has 
been working perfectly all during 
the journey. Not for one moment 
have we felt cut off from civiliza- 
tion. The weather reports from 
our supply ship, the Citta di Mi- 
lano, have been of great assist- 
ance even though some of the im- 
portant radio-goniometric reports 
I asked for during the afternoon 
yesterday could not reach me, 
owing to our increasing distance 
from the station. 

We steered a straight course for 
Nicholas II Land. The _ visibility 
was good almost without interrup- 
tion. Perhaps the consistent head- 
wind from the north which re- 
duced our speed so persistenfly has 
been a blessing in disguise,

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“A CRIME AGAINST YOUTH.” 

In the opinion of J, W. Crabtree, secretary of the 
National Educational Association, the power propa- 
ganda in public schools ‘exposed in the power inquiry 
before the Federal Trade Commission is “a crime 
against youth.” 
It is, indeed. It is also an amazing revelation of 
the extent to which the utilities combine fears the 
consequences of its own methods. The magnates 
are #0 afraid of public ownership, so fearful some- 
thing will happen to end the orgy of exploitation in 
which they are engaged, that they think it necessary 
to instill into the minds of the people in youth an 
impression that public ownership is an evil and ter- 
rible thing, inspired by communists and bolshevists. 
It will both enrage and amuse the country, we 
imagine, to learn that a great industry is so fright- 
ened that it can hardly wait for the people to become 
old enough to think before they must be told what 
to think about public ownership of the utilities. In 
Missouri the propaganda of the industry, carrying 
open warnings against public ownership and insidi- 
ous thrusts at such projects as Muscle Shoals and 
Boulder Dam, are going out monthly to the press, and 
the bulletins of the utilities are going to 690 of the 
790 high schools of the State. In Iowa public school 
textbooks containing a good word for public ownership 
were removed by influence upon school boards and 
the pamphlets of the utilities substituted for them. 
In both states the press is being liberally fed upon 
this pabulum, while honoraria to university and col- 
lege professors take not only the form of money but 
the publication of their books. Nebraska is carrying 
in her schools 5000 textbooks written by agents of the 
utilities. 
It will surprise the country to learn that school 
principals and superintendents could be such dupes 
as that. “Your plan for getting the material before 
the high schools meets with my approval, and I am 
shre the teachers will be glad to use it,” fatuously 
wrote the present Governor of Missouri, Sam A. 
Baker. then Superintendent of Schools. He seems 
not to have had the slightest suspicion that the util- 
ities had an ulterior design in asking so great a 
privilege as to make their pamphlets textbooks in 
the schools. Nor did teachers, so far as we know, 
protest against being used in this way. They seem 
to have acquiesced in the suggestion that public own- 
ership is an evil without the slightest misgiving as 
to the purpose behind such a campaign.

The exposure ought to do good. It ought to arouse 
the schools to a better conception of their responsi- 
bility. That it will convince the country how bad is 
the conscience of the utilities there can be no doubt. 
The whole thing is damnable. It illustrates the depths 
to which our gross materialism has brought us. It is 
not that Missouri, Iowa and Nebraska only are like 
this. The same thing is going on all over the coun- 
try. That the utilities are not above wearing the 
guise of beneficence in so shameful a practice is 
shown by this paragraph from one of their Missouri 
pamphlets: 

If our civilization is to continue and progress 
to higher levels, it will be because of the effects 
of one factor which did not exist in earlier times, 
namely, the universal use of manufactured pow- 
er and application of the physical sciences to the 
every-day affairs of life. These are precisely ” 
the activities in which the utilities are engaged, 
so that the contribution they are prepared to 
make to education takes on an aspect of general 
social importance. 

However, its social importance is readily dwarfed 
by its political importance when its pamphlets, as 
those of Missouri do, ask if the farmers of Missouri 
want to b@ taxed for Boulder Dam, and when the 
whole text reeks with bias in favor of private own- 
ership of the utilities. 

Mr. Crabtree is_right. It is “a crime against youth,” 
as well as an offense against public decency. The 
educational authorities everywhere should immedi- 


ately stop it.

JOSEPHINE BAKER ABROAD. 
The tired, old eyes of Mitteleuropa have witnessed 
the splendor of the Hapsburgs, but they have never 
seen anything like the exotic opulence of Josephine 
Baker. That dusky young woman is now startling 
Vienna and Budapest, or, as she herself would put 
it, knockin’ ‘em dead. Her dances, costumes, man- 
nerisms, admirers and extravagances are the talk 
of Old World capitals, which have not had a thrill 
since that almost-forgotten day when it was whis- 
pered about that Franz Josef in his declining years 
was leading a none-too-distreet life. 
Josephine’s dances, rooted in the African jungles 
and embellished by little tohiiches devised in Harlem, 
have been too much even for persons bred on such 
sophisticated fare as Schnitzler, Porto-Riche and 
Molnar. Her mannerisms confound those who knew 
Freud as a boyhood companion. The fact that a Hun- 
garian cavalryman and Count Pepito di Abatino have

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Alcohol in Medical ‘Practice 


Some New Reflections on the Old Discussion as to Whether or Not Alcohol Is 


Needed in the Treatment of Disease. 


; MORRIS FISHBEIN, M. D., in The American Review of Reviews. 


HE wise physician is free from preju- 
T dice: he is not pledged to any sinsle 

idea or system in the treatment of dis- 
ease. He is entitled to use for the benefit 
of his patient any drug, manipulation, force 
or food that he may think of benefit. There 
is no word in the English language so sad'y 
abused as the word “cure.” 

If 100 eminent physicians were asked ‘to 
vote as to the 10 most valuable drugs in 
the pharmacopeia, a large majority wouli 
mention digitalis, brought prominently to 
medical attention many years ago by Wil!- 
liam Withering. This drug has the power 
of slowing the heart beat and of increasios 
its force. Next to rest, it is probably «he 
most valuable agent known in the treat- 
ment of the vast number of cases of heart 
disease that exist among our people. But 
digitalis is not a cure for anything. It dots 
not restore a wasted heart muscle; it does 
not remove the excrescences from the heart 
valves that are the response to inflamma- 
tions brought about by germs coming from 
the tonsils and the teeth; it does not attack 
the germs. It does produce a change in the 
heart function that may mean the differ- 
ence between life and death, because it 
keeps the organ going until the - healing 
powers that lie within the body itself have 
time and opportunity to exert their effects. 
Time is a great healer—but a slow one. 

Sir Humphry Rolleston, Bart., K. C. B.. 
M. D., Hon. D. Sc.. D. C. L, and a lot of 
other alphabetic appendages of honor, for- 
merly president of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, is also Physician in 
Ordinary to the King, and the holder of im- 
portant teaching positions in medicine in 
England. In a few sentences he defines the 
position of alcohol as an important drug in 
the practice of medicine. “It may be bene- 
ficial, useless or harmful,” he says, “and, 
just as in health, so in disease, it is the in- 
discriminate and excessive employment of 


¢@ alcohol that has encouraged the extreme 


view that it is never of any value. * * * 
Clinical observation by innumerable med- 
ical men over long ages has brought in a 
verdict favorable on the whole to the use 
of alcoho! in disease, and it has naturaily 
been urged that there may be a fallacy ir 


arguing from the effects of alcohol in health 


to those in disease.” 

The distinguished British physician says 
that the main value of alcoho! is in an 
emergency and as a temporary remedy at 
the crisis of pneumonia, for example, to 
stimulate the heart or occasionally as a se.'- 
ative to induce sleep. The good effect on 
the heart is immediate and reflex from the 
mucous membrane of the stomach, but is 
temporary only, being fallowed by depres- 
sion of the power of the heart. On the other 
hand, the continued use of alcohol] in 
chronic heart disease is inadvisable because 
the drug has itself a tendency to weaken 
the heart muscle. 

. « * 

N 1925 Dr. Roger L. Lee read before the 

annual session of the American Medical 
Association his views as tp the use of alco- 
hol in medical practice. He pointed >sut 
that unquestionably the form of alcohol 
given has a distinct effect on the organs of 
taste and smell, and the form and dilution 
have a definite effect on the ease with 
which the drug is tolerated by the stomach. 
The great vogue of alcohol in the past was 
for the treatment of acute infections. It 
was noticed, for instance, that in such {n- 
fections large amounts of alcohol could be 


tolerated without alcoholic intoxication; 
that the drug acted as a food, tending to 
spare the tissues of the body, and that it 
possibly facilitated the retention of fluids 
in the body, a matter of great importance 
in fevers, in which the loss of water is 
great and serious. 

Without regard to these factors, however, 
Dr. Lee finds a certain definite use for a)- 
cohol or for alcoholic liquors in the treat- 
ment of disease. “The usual immediate ef- 
fect of alcohol in human beings,” he says. 
“is the creation of the state of artificial 
euphoria.”’ 

The conspicuous example cited by Dr, Lee 
is one that hag been cited to me by numer- 
ous great clinicians throughout the United 
States. “An elderly patiert, for example, is 
convalescent from a mild upper respiratory 
infection, whether we call it a cold, the~ 
grip, influenza, bronchitis or bronchiai 
pneumonia. In the convalescence, «the 
weight of years hangs heavily on the pa- 
tient. He is conscious of many mild func- 
tional disturbances; he is depressed and 
miserable in mind and body; he is without 
appetite, and has a sense of prostration aad 
weakness. To be sure, much can be done 
for this patient by careful nursing, tonics 
and the various so-called volatile stimu- 
lants. . Nevertheless, the exhibition of alco- 
hol in some agreeable form eases the mis- 
eries of his body, encourages him to eat, 
and helps in the establishment of recovery.” 

- - . 

LCOHOL is probably never directly life 

saving. That term must be reserved for 
such effects as are brought about by dipnh- 
theria or scarlet-fever antitoxins, by digi- 
talis, by salvarsan, by quinine, or by other 
remedies with specific action on the orgaa- 
isms that cause disease. : 

Many experiments have been cited to 
show that alcohol is harmful Everyote 
admits the validity of those experiments 
that indicated its detrimental effect pre- 
cise menta] operations, such as are olved 
in typewriting, target shooting, typesetting 
and motor driving. On the other hani, 
mental operations are shortened, the sim- 
ple reactions and reaction timeg quickened 
mental associations (such as making wor'ls. 
to rhyme) made easier, and public speak- 
ing indulged in with facility. This has been 
thought to be the result of primary men- 
tal stimulation. But Prof. W. E. Dixon. 
the noted British pharmacologist, empha- 
sizes the fact that these effects are che 
result of inhibition or depression of th> 
higher centers of the brain. 

It is safe to say that there is not the 
slightest scientific evidence to indicate that 
alcohol taken in moderation ever apprecis- 
bly shortemed anyone’s existence. “When 
it is taken in strict moderation, injurious 
effects are yet to be proved,” says Prof. 
Dixon. The evidence presented by Prof. 
Raymond Pearl, the eminent biometrician

The City Art Museum in Forest 
Park is showing a group of por- 
trait miniatures of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. The 
12 examples on view include works 
by some of the greatest miniatur- 
ists of England and America. Six 
Of the specimens are recent aoge 
sitions of the museum, the rest ar’ 
On loan. 

Among the earliest miniatures 
shown is the likeness of Sir John 
Marsham by Samuel Cooper (1609- 
1672), who has been called the 
greatest miniaturist who ever 
lived. He painted Oliver Crom- 
well, The subject of Cooper’s min- 
lature is a@ young man with a 
handsome, youthful face and long 
flowing hair. He is clad in a suit 
of rich armor with blackened sur- 
face decorated with stripes of gild- 
ed ornament. It is probably paint- 
ed On parchmént or paper, as the 
use of ivory for miniatures was 
hot known to Cooper. Other early 
English miniatures shown are by 
Thomas Flatman (1637-1688), and 
Nathaniel Dixon. 

Two examples represent the 
work of Richard Cosway (1742- 
1821), who is credited. with the in- 
troduction of the use of ivory for 
miniatures. One of the specimens 
from his hand, a portrait of an un- 
known man, is of peculiar interest 
because it is in an unfinished state 
and thus shows the manner in 
which a miniature was produced. 
The outlines of the body are vigor- 
ously but slightly sketched in 


| black, while the face has been car- 


ried a-step further by the addition 
of the flesh tones which are del- 
icately stippled in by innumerable 
minute strokes of the brush. 

The second miniature by Cosway, 
a portrait of an unknown woman, 
shows the full brilliance and charm 
of his work, and the use which Le 
made of the soft undertones of the 
ivory background.

A unique and surprising cake 
may be made of ice cream with 
little trouble. Enough chocola.e 
or vanilla ice cream to fill your 
favorite cake pan should be or- 
dered, and an extra pint of some 
colored flavor, such as strawberry 
or peach, The cake pan or large 
mold is filled with the chocolate or 
vanilla cream and repacked in ice 
and salt. 

The strawberry or peach cream 
is remolded in little rose molds if 
procurable or may be shaped into 
the little individual molds used 
for gelatine desserts. When these 
are placed around the top of the 
“cake,”. the effect.is that of an 
elaborate birthday cake, particu- 
larly if whipped cream, squeezed 
through a pastry tube, forms curly- 
cues over the ice cream. 

Or, if a simpler “cake’’ is desired, 
the cream turned out of the cake 
pan and covered with powdered 
nuts and: bits of candied cherries 
gives just the effect of a nut cake.

Mix three cups of hot mashed 
potatoes with two tablespoons of 
melted butter and two tablespoons 
of evaporated milk or cream.

|ABOUT FAMILY MEALS, 
HOW 10 PLAN THEM 


It Is Simple After You Get 
Accustomed to Group- 
ing Foods. 


Many people who are anxious to 
plan the family meals properly are 


confused in the planning as to how 
to get all of the needed nutrients 
into each meal.’ This, however, !8 
not necessary—the best plan is to 
consider the day and not the meal 
as a unit and to plan so as to 
include the necessary foodstuffs 
in all three meals. It is, in fact, 
far better not to try to have all 
the groups included in any one 
meal. What these groups are and 
how they should be divided is per- 
haps most clearly told by ‘listing 
them as follows: 

1. Body builders: protein foéds. 
Examples of these are milk, 
cheese, fish, eggs, meat and dried 
peas, beans and lentils. One of 
each should be included in each 
meal. 

2. The energy foods: (a) Starch 
and sugary foods—sugar, molasses, 
jelly, honey, most desserts, cereals 
and the starchy vegetables. Two 
of these should be included in each 
meal, (b) Fats—cream, salad oil, 
butter, fat meat and nuts. One of 
these in each meal. 

3. Body regulators: (a) Bulk 
foods—coarse grain cereals; vege- 
tables. One at each meal. (b) The 
liquid foods—water and all bever- 
ages. At least one at each meal. 
Be sure to include at least. six 
glasses of water in the day’s sup- 
ply. (c) The protective foods—leafy 
vegetables, butter, milk and the 
fresh fruits. At least one and if 
possible two of these at each meal. 

It will be seen that in some in- 
stances’ foods overlap so far as 
classes are concerned. For in- 
stance, milk is classed both as a 
protein and as a protective food, 
while butter belongs to the 2nergy 
group as well as the protective 
group. It is a simple matter to 
become accustomed to grouping 
these foods in your mind when 
marketing and to see that they are 
all included in the day’s food sup- 
ply. It is perhaps best not to 
worry or think too much about 
them. 

Generally speaking, meals that 
are planned td include a variety 
of foods are sure to include them 
all. The only thing to remember 
is to be sure to include enough 
milk. and fresh fruits. Milk is as 


essential perhaps in the diet of 


grownups as it is in the diet of 
children. As it ean be used in 
the making of many soups, des- 
serts, sauces, it is a comparatively 
simple matter to use at least a 
quar* a day in this manner and 
to allow at least a pint a day for 
each child to drink.

A notable collection of architec- 
tural drawings and renderings by 
the late Bertram Grosvenor Good - 
hue, a famous architect, is on pub- 
lic display at Hotel Chase, in con- 
nection with the convention of the 
American Institute of Architects. 

There is no admission charge. 

The exhibition will be open this 
evening and then removed. It 
was opened formally last night aft- 
er an address by Harry F. Cun- 
ningham of the Goodhue  Asso- 
clates, New York. Adjoining it ‘~ 
a display of models of the new 
Civil Courthduse and projected 
Municipal Auditorium, together 
with the original drawings by Hugh 
Ferriss of Memorial Plaza and 
other plaza pictures by the Memo 
rial Plaza Commission. 

This is said to be the most com- 
plete exhibit of Goodhue's works 
ever assembled. The regard in 
which he is held by the profession 
is shown by Cunningham's charac- 
terization of him as “prophet of 
logic, high priest of beauty” and as 
“the only true modern.” The col- 
lection was brought here by Prof... 
William Emerson of Boston, many | 
of the items being in custody of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology.

arm is tightly bound, the vein can 
be seen under the skin engorged | 
on the side away from the heart, 
with little knots marking the site 
of the valves. 

If the blood were traveling in 

the veins from the heart to the ex- 
tremities, he reasoned, the swelling 
of the veins would be on the side 
towards the heart when the arm 
is bound by a tourniquet. Thus 
Harvey showed that there Was a 
double channel: in one set of ves- 
sels, the arteries, away from the 
heart; in another set. the veins, to 
the heart. The black venous blood 
entered the right heart and was 
driven through the lungs for purin- 
cation, was collected into the left 
heart and driven out into the sys- 
temic circulation. The controversy 
which the scholars of his time 
raised as to how the blood got 
from the arteries to the veins was 
settied nine years after Harvey by 
Malpighi’s discovery of the capil- 
laries, the .aicroscopic thin-walled 
vessels which connect the small ar- 
terles and the smal] veins. 

But the great and firal experi- 
ment which Harvey performed is 
set down in the ninth chapter of 
his book: it is conceived with a 
simplicity and conclusiveness that 
is marvelous for the tortured schol- 
arship of the day in which he 
lived: as he swings into its de- 
scription his prose takes on a lofty 
tone, reflecting the majestic hap- 
piness of a mind which is proud- 
ly conscious of the integrity of its 

 egreation. He proposes to measure 
. the amount of blood expelled by 
_ the left ventricle with each systole. 
By measurements on the dead body 
he found that the left ven- 
tricle, in extreme dilation, would 
hold -a littie over two 
fluid ounces. He supposed 
hasing his supposition on the dif- 
ference in size of the contracted 
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if the amount of blood in the boJy 
is a fixed amount, and if that 
amount of blood in the body is less 
than the amount expelled by the 
heart in half an hour—then the 
blood must constantly return to tne 
heart and be redistributed. 

Thus was the great central fact 
about the physiology of the cir- 
culation established. Everything 
that has been added since is mere 
embroidery. 

The anatomy and physiology of 
the circulatory system may be 
summarized in a short space. The 
system in general consists of (1), 
the heart, which lies in a protec- 
tive sac, the pericardium. and of 
(2) vessels, (a) ‘the arteries, which 
receive the blocd from the heart 
{the largest of these, the aorta, re- 
ceives blood from the left side of 
the heart and, breaking up into 
smalier divisions, carries the blood 
to all parts of the body; and the 
next targest is the pulmonary ar- 
tery, which receives blood from 
the right side of the heart, which 
blood it carries to the lungs to 
be aerated; (b) the capillaries, 
which are the smallest division cf 
the blood-vessels; and ({c) the 
veins, which return blood to the 
heart. 

The heart is a thick-walled mus- 
cular organ. It is enclosed, as has 
beer said, if a protective fibrous 
sac, the pericardium; over the sur- 
face of the heart, and over the in- 
ner surface of the pericardium, is 
a serous membrane, which secretes 
a thin lubricating fluid: the pres- 
ence of this fliwid facilitates the 
constant beating of the heart inside 
the pericardial enclosure. The in- 
side of the heart is lined with a 
similar membrane, the endocardi- 
um. There are four chambers to 
the heart, two smaller ones, tne 
auricles, and two larger ones, the 
ventricies. The auricles receive the 
blood from the veins, the ventricles 
for. it into the arteries to be dis- 
tributed all over the body. 

The blood from the heart, the 
extremities, and the liver is col- 
lected in two large veins, the su- 
perior and inferior vena cava, and 
these empty into the auricle on 
the right side. When the right 
auricle contracts, it forces its con- 
tained blood past -the tricuspid 
valve, which separates the right 
auricle and the right ventricle, ‘n- 
to the right ventricle. | 
When the right ventricle con- 
tracts, it forces its c~ntained blood 


bon dioxide and take up oxygen. 
After this exchange occurs, 
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which nourish the heart-muscle; 
next the innominate artery, which 
subdivides into the right subclav- 
ian, which carries biaod to the 
right arm, and the right carotid, 
which distributes blood to ail 
parts of the right side of the neck, 
face, head and brain. Oiher divi- 
sions of the aorta go to the ieft 
side c! the neck, head, etc., to the 
left arm, to the chest wall, to the 
liver, stomach, intestines, spleen 
ani. kidneys, to the pelvic. or- 
gans, and to the legs. These ar- 
teries finally break up into capil- 
laries, which recoalesce into veins. 
The veins, getting larger and larg- 
er, bring the blood towards the 
heart, until the two largest, 
the superior and inferior venae 
cavae, empty into the right auricle 
—and we are back where we 
started. 

The mechanics o: the circulation 
are evident enough, once the 
thought of a complete circuit of 
the blood is grasped. There are 
in reality three cireuits of the cir- 
culation: two—the pulmonary ani 
the systemic—have been men- 
tioned; the third—the portal cir- 
culation—the gathering up of blood 
from the intestines, which passes 
through the liver before entering 
the right auricle, is really a branch 
of the system. 

Each consists of a set of arteries, 
capillaries and veins. The arteri>s+ 
are thick-walled elastic vessels 
which carry the blood from the 
heart, and which divide and sub- 
divide, growing thinner walled all 
the time until they become tha 
tiny capillaries in the tissues. 
through whose membranous walis 
oxygen and carbon dioxide are ex- 
changed between the tissues ani 
the blood and through which same 
walls food is given to the tissues. 
and waste products returned t.» 
the blood; these capillaries finally 
coalescing to form the _ veins 
through which the blood is re. 
turned to the heart. In the ar- 
teries the blood flows rapidly— 
300 millimeters per second—in the 
capillaries it oozes along sluggis’:- 
ly, as can be seen by watching the 
web of a frog’s foot under the 
microscope, at the rate of .5 mili*- 
meter a second; in the veins at 
*# more and more rapid rate as tine 
heart is approached—61 millime. 
ters per second in the femora! vein, 
147 in the jugular. . 

The time consumed in a com- 
plete circulation has been calcu. 
lated by injecting an easily recog- 
nizable substance into the jugular 
vein on the right side and remov. 
ing blood from the jugular vein 
of the left side until the substance 
appeared. How surprised William
